On the 3d general I'aez left Caracas with a 


formidable body of troops, for the purpose of 
effecting a junctionwith the forces of St. Mar- 
tha, which some lime ago marched from Mira- 
caybo. 
Their object is the capture of La Tor- 
res expedition, or at all events to oppose any at 
tempt he may make to proceed into the interior. 


Considerable desertions were daily taking 


place from Puerto Cabe'lo, to the republican 
head quarters at Valencia. 


General Bolivar left, St. Fé in November, 


wiih a force of 9000 men, including the division 
of general Sucre, for the purpose of endeavor- 
ing to unite Quito to the other departments of 
Columbia. 


The Columbian Commissioner, Mr. Revenga, 


arrived at Ls Guayra on the sth instant, from 
Spain, by way of Bordeaux 
at which place he 


left lh« other commissioners Messrs. Zen and 
Echeverria. 
Nothing particular had transpir- 


ed relative to his mission ; it was, however, on 
derstood, that things wore a favorable aspect, 
and even Motillo bad interposed in behalf of the 
Columbians, and was a public panegeiisl of Bo- 
livar. 


Mr Hubert K. Lowry, Consul of the United 


States, arrived at La Guayra on the 13th No- 
tember last. 


On the 
14th of November the general con- 


gress of Columbia passed voles of thanks separ- 
ately, to lord Holland, the abbe de Pradt, Mr. 
Speaker Clay, col. Duane, (editor of the Amen 
can Aurora) and to James Marryalt, and sir Ro- 
bert Wilson, (members of the British House uf 
commons.) 


On the 23th September they passed a law 


regulating and consolidating the import duties 
upon a fooling of uniformity in all the ports.—

Fifteen pet cent on bar iron, tin plates, cop

wine, vinegar, and oil of all 


sorts, gold and silver welches, galloons saddles, 
all kinds ef earthen ware from Europe er Asia, 
crystal and glass-s of all sorts. 


Twenty and hall per cent on silks of all kinds 


fiom Europe or A-H, jewelsand pieciou» siones, 
ieaiher lacesof silk or thread, erohinidertd hand 
kerchief», artificial flowers and feathers, looking 
glasses, uejfumery, essences and scented watera, 
spices of India or other countries, dried or pre 
»< rved fruits, olive» and capers, and all sorts uf 
preserves. 


Twenty-five per cent en shoes, boots, all kinds 


r>rhousehold farniiute, and ready made otolites 
a,.d garment», all furniture and Utensil» of top 
per, brass, iron, steel or tin, tallow in ma» or 
manufactured, flour, salt meat, and all kinds of 
foreign provisions. 


Thirty five per cent on all kinds of foreig» 


spirits and other liquor» from the grape, cane, 
or 
o her original materials. A'l other sorts of 


merchandize, goods, and commercial effects, 
which are not expressly comprehended in the 
preceding articles, shall pay a duty of twenty 
.per cenl on importation. 


'I'he foregoing duties are 
to be paid on the 


valuations, approved in Carthagena, on ihe 22d 
Apiil, 1817, and the several supplements there- 
to, until suitable alterations shall be made. 
The Tales of duties imposed upon the forego- 


ing articles, are only applicable to cargoes in 
national vessels. 


Those cargoes imported by foreign vessels, 


belonging lo neutral and friendly powers, sbal! 
pay five per cent more thsn Ihe above, except 
it shall be otherwise established by particular 
treaties of commerce. 


A deduction of seven and an half per cent 


shall be allowed on importation» in national 
ve«se!s, »nd five per cent inforeign vessels com 
iog directly from Europe lo a port in Columbia, 
preserving the proportion established above. 


The above went in force Ist January, 1822.

DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE OF 


THE PEOPLE OF ST. DOMINGO. 


( Continued from our last ) 


With irrefragable certainty, do we know that 


man reliugui.-hed the independence of the natu- 
ral stale, in order toform a civil society, which 
could in a permanent and unequivocal manner, 
protect his life, his property, and his liberty, 
three of the cardinal be.sing» wherein the wel 
fare of nations consists. Ii is in order lo enjoy 
these rights, that governments are made and 
iii-ti'uied ; the,r just power» arse from the una- 
nimous consent of the members by whom they 
ire constituted; hence, as soon 
as a govern- 


ment deviates from these essential ends, as soon 
as, instead of providing for the preservation of 
society, it converts itself into an oppressive pow- 
er 
1 it behoves the people to resume their fa 
culnes, to alter or abolish its form, and to mould 
anssw another more consistent with their amfcty 
and future well being 
That government» of 


an old standing should not be subverted, for any 
ivite reasons and transient cause», we do imroe- 
Jialo'y grant ; prudence teaches us to beer evils 
while they are tolerable; but when they reach 
the 
utmost 
height, when experience itself 


proves, that a government is likely lo degenerate 
into an absolute despotism, then it were degrad- 
ing to free and rational beings, not forlwith to 
shake off such a government, as diametrically 
opposed to the lofty ends of its primeval insti- 
tution. 
And who is there at the sight ef these 


principles, that will 
not to the very echo »p 


plaod the system which is this day adopted by 
the Spanish portion of Hayti ? 
As many scour- 


ges and evils, and disastei s, as could possibly be 
vomited by the hydra of despotism, as many 
more has Santo Domingo suffered during her 
shameful subjection lo Spain : hence it is our 
primary obligation, nay one of the most sacred 
duties impo ed by the love of our country, to 
strive with efficacy and by every means within 
our reach, for that felicity, which the metropo 
lis has not known, or it capable to give us as 
long as she carries on her prospects of oppres- 
sion and tyranny. 


We are fully satisfied that to obtain that fe- 
licity we have no other path lo pursue than that 
ofIhe independence. With this view we will have 
laws enacted by ourselves, congenial to the ge- 
nius, education and manners of the people, and 
adapted to our climate and geographical situa- 
tion; with this, will our national representation, 
with respect to their number, be made to bear 
perfect equality between all the inhabitants of 
these provinces, instead of serving to kindle dis- 
cord between the Various classes, as has been 
the case with the basis established by the con- 
stitution of Cadiz. 
The judiciary power we will 


arrange in such a manner, as will save time and 
expenses, without affecting in the least ihe equi- 
table administration of civil and criminal jus- 
tice, or withdraw the resources from this coun- 
try. 
We will be particularly attentive to the 


education of our youth ; hitherto so mush ne- 
glected, because without this all hopes of publte 
weal are abortive. 
We will apply ourselves to 


the study of agriculture, of the arts and of com- 
merce, 
as the only and truest sources of the 


wealth of the citizens. 
We will adjust one re- 


venues on the fundamental dogma of not spend- 
ing more than we have, or more than is compa- 
tible with our territorial possessions. 


Every nation will flock into our porta, to sop- 


ply oar wants with their commodities, and to 
give currency and value to our own ; while the 
peninsula, in want of the principal articles of 
our growth, will ever know little more than to 
deal in exclusive trade , and with the cupidity of 
monopoly, an inseparable offspring of that sor- 
did ptineip!;.

Thus we know and feel from experience ; snd 
impressed with the same, we do solemnly de- 
clare and proclaim, That the Sp.vni.li portion 
of the lsiand of Hayti, remains from this day 
constituted into a Ftee and Independent Slate i 
That the good people of Sanio Domingo nei- 
ther now, nor hereafter, nay, never, will be sub- 
jected te the laws and dominion of Spain, con- 
sidering ihemse-vcs absolved from all obliga- 
tion» pf fidelity and obedience: Thai invested 
with the dignity and character ef a sovereign 
nation, ihey possess full power and faculties lo 
etlalbish t form of government most conve-

ther acts, transactions and covenants which by 
right belong lo a free'and independent state ;

of President Monroe 
to both Housns of Con 


press, dated at Washington the 31<>f December. 
This document is very lengthy, and embraces 
m»y topics r.f interest relative 
to the internal 


economy of the United 
States, but which 
we 


have omitted, as being of little or no impor- 
tance to this community, confining ourselves 
principally lo a view of ihe fooling upon which 
America stands with other powers. 
After en- 


tering into a comprehensive detail of cummer 
cial relation', the Message proceeds:— 
It is my duty to state, as a cause of very great 


regret, that veiy serious differences have occur 
red, in this negr/ciation, respecting the construc- 
tion of the Brh article of the treaty of 1803, 
whereby Louisiana was ceded 
to the United 


Stains, and likewise re-pecting 
the seizure of 


the Apollo, in 1820, for a violation of our reve 
r>aa laws. 
The claim of the 
government of 


France has excited not less surprise than con 
cèrn. Because ihere does not appear to be a just 
foundation for it,in either lb-stance. 
By the Sib 


article of the treaty referred to, it is stipulated 
that, after the expiration oftwelve years, during 
which it was provider!, by the preceding or 7th 
article, that 
lbs vessels of France 
and Spain 


should be admitted into the ports of tha ceded 
territory, without paying higher duties on met 
chandise, or lonage on the. vessels, Biid such as 
were paid by citizens of the United States, the 
ships of France 
should tirever afterwards be 


placed on tha footing of the most favored na 
lion. 
By the obvious construction of this ar- 


ticle, it is presumed that it was intended, that 
no favor should be granted to aoy power, In 
those 
ports, to which France 
should nut be 


forthwith entitled; nor should any accommo 
dalion be allowed to another power, on condi 
tions, to which s!)2 would not, also, be entitled 
upon the same conditions. 
Under this con- 


struction, no favor, or accommodation, could 
be granted, to any power, lo the prejjdice ol 
France. 
By allowing the equivalent, allowed 


by those powers, she would always stand, in 
those ports, en the footing of the most favored 
nation. 
But if this article should be 
so con- 


«trued, as that Kronce should enjoy, of right, 
and without paying the equivalent, all the ad- 
vantages of such conditions, as might be al.owed 
to other powers, in return for important conces- 
sions made by them, then ihe whole character 
of the stipulation would be changed. She would 
not be placed on the footing of the mosl f .voted 
nation,but on a footing held hy nooiher nation 
She would enjoy all the advantages allowed to 
them, in consideration of iike advantages allow- 
ed lo us, fi cc from every, and 
any, condition 


whatever. 


As little cau»e fin the government ofFrance 


to complain, of the seizure of the Apollo, and 
the removal of oth-r vessels from Ihe waters of 
the St. M .ry«. 
It will not be denied, that every 


nation has a right to regulate its cornmercia, 


system a» itthinks fi' , and lo enfoice the collec- 
tion of it» revenue, provided it be done without 
an invasion of the righis of other powers. 
The 


v.olation Dfits revenue laws is an offence which 
all nations punish; the punishment of which 
gives no justcsuse of complaint to the po»er 
to which tha offenders belong, provided it be 
extended to all equally. 
In t'sis case, every cir 


siumslance which occurred indicated a fired 
purpose, to violate our reveßue laws. 
Had ihe 


party intended to have pursued a fair trade, he 
would have entered our polls, and paid the do 
ties: or had ho intended to have carried on a 
legitimate circuitous commerce with the United 
State», he would have entered the port ol some 
other power, landed his goods at the custom 
house according to law, and reshipped and sent 
them in the vessel of such power, or of some 
rlber power which might lawfully bring them, 
free from such duties, to a port of the United 
State». 
But the conduct of the parly in this 


case was altogether different. 
He entered the 


rivir St. Marys, the boundary between the U 
nited States and Florida, and took hi» position 
on the Spanish side, ort which, in the whole ex- 
tent of the ri*er, there was no town, no port, or 
custom home, and scarcely any settlement.— 
His purpose therefore was not to sell his goods 
lo the inhabitants cf Florida, but to citizens of 
the United Statas, in exchange for their pro- 
ductions, which could not be done without a 
direct and palpable breach of our laws. 
It is 


known that a regular systematic plan had been 
formed by certain other persons for the viola-

egent to the captain genertl of Cuba, lo whom 
it was d'lected, anJ in whom ihe government 
-of those , provinces 
was vested, have not only 


omit'ed, in contravention of the ol dors of.their 
sovereign, ihe performance of the express ;iipu 
la'ion, to de'ivcr over the archives and doca 
men's relating to the property mid sovereignty 
of those provir cc», nil of which it was expected 
vvould hive been 
delivered, either before or 


when ihe troops wee withdrawn, but defeated, 
since every e|loi t ol il,e UnHed Slates to obtain 
them, especially Ihose of 
ihe. greatest import- 


ti.c;. 
This urui.'Sion has given ii:e to several 


incidents of a painful nature, the character of 
which will be fu'ly disclosed, by the documents 
which will hereafter be communicated. 


The prineip:es of this system of reciprocity, 


founded on the law of the 3d of March, 1313, 
have been since earned into effect wiih ihe 
kingdom of the Neiherland, 
Sweden, Prussia, 


and «nil Hamburg, Bietnen, Lubeck, and Ol- 
denburg, wiih a provision made hy subsequent 
Ik.'i, 
in regard 
to the Netherlands, Prussia, 


Hamburg and Bremen, thai such produce and 
manufactures as could only be, or most usually 
were, first shipped from the ports of those coun- 
tries, ihe same being imported in vessels wholly 
belonging to their subj'Cts, should be consider- 
ed and admitted as their own 
manufactures 


and productions. 


The government of h;s most faithful majesty, 


since the termination of the last session of con- 
gress, has been removed from Rio de Janeiro to 
Lisbon, where 
a revolution, similar 
to that 


which had occurred in the neighboring kingdom 
of Spain, had in like manner been sanctioned 
by the accepted and pledged faith of the reign- 
ing monarch. 
The dip'ornatic intercourse be 


tween the United States and the Portuguese do- 
minions, interrupted by that important event, 
iias not yet been resumed, but the change of 
internal atlministration having already materi 
ally effected the commercial intercourse of the 
United Slates with the Poituguese dominions, 
the renewal of the public missions between the 
two 
countries appears to be 
advisable) al an 


ear'y day. 


It is understood that the colonies in Sooth 


America have had great success duiing the pre- 
sent year, in the sti usgle for their independence. 
The new govern inent of Co'um liia h-'< extend- 
ed its territories and considerably augmented 
its stiength, and at Buenos Aytvs, where civil 
distention had, for some time before, prevailed, 
ureater harmony and better order, appear to 
have been estahli-bed. 
Equal 
success has at 


tended their efforts in the provinces on the Pa- 
cific. 
It ba» long been manifest thai it wou'd 


be impossible for Spain to reduce these colonies 
by 
force, and equally so, that no conditions, 


shoit nf their independence, would be sali:fic- 
torj 
to them 
It m-»y therefore be presumed, 


«nd it is earnestly Imped, that (tie government 
of Spain, guided by enlightened and liberal 
counsels, will fi.id it to comport with its inter- 
ests, «nd due to its magnanimity, to terminate 
this exhausting controversy on that basis. 
To 


promote this result by friendly couosel with the 
government of Spain, will be the object of the 
government of the United States. 


In conducting the fiscal opeiations of the 


year, it has been found 
necessary to eairy irto 


lull effect the ait of the last session of congress, 
Hulhorising a loan ef five millions of dollars.— 
This sum has been raised at an average pre- 
mium «f five dollars fifty nine hundredths per 
cent, upon stock bearing an interest at the rate 
office per cent per annum, redeemable at the 
option of the government after the first day of 
January, 1835. 


Due progress has been made in the construe 


tion of vessels of war, according to the law pre- 
v'Hing for 
the gradual augmentation of the 


navy, and 10 the extent of existing appropria- 
tions. 
The vessels authorized by the act of 


1820 have all been completed, and are now in 
actual service. 
None of the larger ships have 


been, or will be, launched for the present, the 
object being to protect all which 
may not be 


required fur immediate service from decr.y, by 
suitable buildings, erected over them. 
A squa- 


dron has been maintained, as heretofore, in the 
Mediterranean, by means whereof peace has 
been preserved with the Barbary powers. This 
squadron has been reduce i the present year to 
as small a force as is compatible with the fill 
filment of the objectintended by it. 
From past 


experience, and the best information respecting 
the views of tho-e powers, it is distinctly 
un- 


derstood that, should our tqaudron 
be with- 


drawn, they would soon recommence their hos- 
tilities and depredations upon our commerce.— 
Their fortifications have lately been rebuilt, ann 
their 
maritime force 
increased. 
It has also 


been found necessary to maintain a naval force 
in the pacific, for the protection of Ihe very im- 
portant interests of our citizens engaged in 
commerce and the fisheries in that sea. Vessels 
have likewise been employed in cruizing along 
the Atlantic coast, in the Gulf of Mexico, on 
the coast of Africa,and in the neighboring seas. 
In the latter many piracies have been committ- 
ed on our commerce, and so extensive was be- 
coming ihe range of those unprincipled adven- 
turer', I list there was cause lo apprehend, with- 
out a timely and decisive effort 
to suppress 


them, the worst consequences would ensue- 
Fortunately, a con-iderable check has been giv 
en to that spirit by our cruizers, who have suc- 
ceeded iv capturing and destroying several ol 
their ve 9aela, 
Nevertheless, it is considered an 


object of high importance to continue thest 
cruizers until the practice is entirely suppress- 


: cd. 
Like «access has attented cur ell iris to 


I suppress the slave trade. 
Under ihe Hag of the 


United Stales, and the sanction of their papers, 
the trade may be considered as entirely sup- 
pressed ; an.l, if any of our citizens are engaged 
in it, under the flags and papers of other puw 
ers, it i» «nly from 
a refpeet 
to the rights of 


those powers, that these offenders a, e not seiz- 
ed and hifiuühl home, to receive Ihe punishment 
the law» inflct. 
If every other power should 


ad p! thfl 
same policy, anil pursue the same 


vigoious means for cairying it into effect, the 
lia.ie. could 110 longer exist. 


Deep'y

we enjoy, anl of wh cli we hive such manifold 


prou/s, my mind is irresistibly drawn to that 
Almigbty B iiijr, ihe great source from whence 
they pioeeed, and to whom our most grateful 
ixknuvvledgrnenls are due.

AMERICAN PAPERS. 


Baltimore Dec. 22.— The 
«rheioner Adeline 


sailed fr 31» St. Manila on the 80th ult. and we 
le«rn verbally from captain Kin* that general 
M. Montillo. commander in chief „f the provin- 
ces of Carthagena and Santa Martha, was at 
the latter place and preparing an expedition of 
about 3090 men to go against Porto Hello, Cha- 
gres i>nd Panama- it was supposed the expedi- 
tion would set out in the course of December. 
The rich province of Quito, which had been 
wavering between Columbia and Peru, had late- 
ly surrendered to the former, and had become 
a part of that repubii.:. 
A conriderable force 


which had been ordered to march into Quito, 
had, in eonseqaer,p>, been recalled. 
The stand- 


ing uriny of the litpublic of Columbia was com- 
puted at 25 to 30,CC0 men, independent of mi- 
litia. 
Several 
armed 
vessels were at Santa 


Martha preparing lo adcompany general Mon- 
tillo on his new expedition against the Isthmus 
of Panama. 
All was quiet at Sauta Martha 


and the neighbourhood. 


The constitution lately adopted by the Repu- 


blic of Columhia is nearly a copy of the consti- 
tution of the United Slates, with 
he exception 


that the president is elecieil for seven years in- 
stead of four. 
He is commander Iti thief of the 


army and navy, but when he tckes active com- 
mand the duties of the civil gon.ll,incut devolve 
on the vice president. 


GENERAL DEVERUUK. 


On Ihe luh November general D'EveretJT, 


who bad 
been tried before the high court of 


justice, for insulting the vice-president of the 
Republic, writing him an offensive letter, im- 
porting a challenge, was honorably acquitted. 
The following, aie the particulars from the Ca- 
racas Gazette : 


" General D'Evereox has been lionorab'y ac- 


quitted befioje the "npteme court of the repub- 
lic, for hiving wiitlen a lelter to the late vice- 
preidenl,Antonio Nariio, which letter was sup- 
posed 
to contain a challenge. 
The facts we 
undrstood to 
be hri-fly these: Mrs. English 


having various claims ,on tha 
government in 


right i.fher deceased husband, brigadier general 
English, who died in ihe service, applied to tho 
" ice-president Nar n i and the congress, then as- 
sembled 
at Cucuia 
Nar n> nul only refused 


to uvknowledge her claims, tut u,ed personally 
to Mi". English, very gio-s language. 
General 


D'Evereux, with that Sjioit which always dis- 
tinguished him, espoused thec,u-e ef this un- 
fortunate lady, and remonstrated with Nariuo. 
In the course of the controversy the challenge 
complained of was given, and funeral D'Eve- 
reux was put under arrest by Naiino. 


This detained genets' D'Evereux for soms 


weeks from the «rmy. 
However, on an inquiry 


into the a I" ,ir, which apppars lo 'owe originated 
in a misinterpretation of ihe tenor of genexal 
D'Evereux's letter to Narino, which was origi- 
nally written in English, and translated inio 
Spanish, the congress approved highly of the 
course pursued by the general ; and admitt- 
ed the jusüce of the claims made by Mrs. Eng- 
lish, Narifio notwithstanding persevered in his 
prosecution of gensral D'EviTui.r before the 
supreme court, and the result 
has been 
his 


honorable acquittal. 
In the whole of this tran- 


saction, the president, the illustrious Bolivar, 
the congress, and all the authorities of the re- 
public, were distinguished for liberality, a high 
sense of honor ard justice, as well as for thn 
great estimation in which they held the servi- 
ces and virtues of general D"Evertux. 


From an advertisement in the Caracas Ga- 


zette of the Gth December, it appears that ge- 
neral D'Evereux was then in that city, and 
about to depart, probably for the interior. 


Revolution in the Brazils —A parsenger was 


put on board the steamboat Virginia on her 
passage from Norfolk here, from the brig Reso- 
lution, in 36 days from Pernambuco, which 
sailed the 10th of November. 


He states, that ihere had been a complete 


revolution ihroughout the Brazils. 
The gover- 


nor and staff had been shipped off from Per- 
nambuco, and 'he prime royal 
had been sent 


from Rio Janeiro. 
The same 
stale of things 


existed al St. Salvador* and Monte Video— 
there was some resistance made ;.l Pernambuco 
by the royal troops, but alter about 
100 being 


killed, were compelled to surrender.
